The smashing victory of United States 
naval forces off Guadalcanal is the heavi- 
est blow Japan has yet suffered on sea or 
land, It disposes of the massed attack the 
enemy had planned to regain control of 
the island and re-establish dominance over 
the South Pacific. 

No doubt, as Premier Curtin predicts, 
Tokyo will re-organize its battered ar- 
mada, reinforce it, and send it back again. 
But as this is expected, suitable prepara- 
tions will of course be made to give it an- 
other fitting reception. 

The set-back to the enemy plans is not 
the only result of the costly defeat. Some 
demoralization is also certain in official 
and non-official quarters in Japan. The 
Tojo radio blares resolution but the hard- 
headed directors of the expansion policy 
know that their supposedly invincible 
navy has again failed to make good. 

It has failed, not once only, but four 
times. In Makassar Strait, in the Coral 
Sea, off Midway, and now in the Solomons 
waterways, it has encountered Allied 
forces in a major undertaking. And each 
time it has sustained heavy and dispropor- 
tionate losses and had to abandon the en- 
terprise in which it was engaged, 

The destruction of its fighting ships 
and the loss of scores of thousands of men 
is a serious matter, however bold a front 
Tokyo may put on. And beyond that, the 
cumulative effect of these successive de- 
feats is bound to be damaging to Japanese 
morale, The more damaging because 
Japan’s navy had never known defeat 
before. ;

He May Be Useful 


Fighting French spokesmen in London 
are not enthusiastic over the sudden shift- 
ing of Darlan to the side of the Allies and 
the flocking to North Africa of other 
French politicians with collaborationist 
records, 

On the contrary, they view this migra- 
tion as at best the flight of rats from a 
sinking ship, and think it savors of a de- 
Sign to put post-war France in the hands 
of the men who betrayed her. De Gaulle 
and his associates make plain that they 
will have nothing to do with these turn- 
coats, and solemnly warn the Allies 
against making any commitments to them. 

But de Gaulle also makes plain that he 
does not count General Giraud as among 
the suspects, but as a military expert and 
a man of sound patriotism. With him the 
fighting French are entirely willing to act. 

Petain seems to agree with this view. 
While he denounced both Darlan and 
Giraud, he did so in quite notably different 
tones. He may have spoken of Darlan with 
his tongue in his cheek; but there is no 
doubt about the sincerity of his fury at 
Giraud, It will go hard with the General 
if the Marshal ever gets a chance to turn 
him over to the gestapo. 

The Allied commanders doubtless share 
the Free French view of the sudden rush 
of recruits from Vichy. They have every 
reason to do so. Leopards may change 
their spots, but they are still leopards. 

Darlan is the arch-traitor Petain Says 
he is. He is only in the Allied camp for 
veasons of personal ‘safety or advantage. 
Thus far he has been treated on that basis.

Hard Fighting Ahead 


Herr Hitler ventured back to the 
Munich beer cellar, where someone not yet 
identified tried to blow him up two years 
ago, to tell his pals he has no thought of 
“capitulation”, The late Kaiser, he said, 
was a weakling who did not see things 
through. 

Happenings just across the Mediter- 
ranean, following the second unsuccessful 
attempt to destroy the Russian army, have 
evidently started a new and quite different 
train of “intuitions” in the Hitler mind. He 
is now at least contemplating the possibil- 
ity of defeat. In which wholesome exercise 
it must occur to him that the Kaiser left 
one neutral place of refuge into which he 
could scoot when the crisis came. Where in 
the wide world could Hitler in defeat find 
asylum? 

But this universal enmity which the 
Fuehrer has provokéd lends strength to his 
declaration that ‘We will prepare counter- 
blows, as thoroughly as always, and they 
will come in due course”, Germany, he 
said, is stronger now than in 1918. 

The proper comparison would be with 
the fall of 1917, when the Kaiser's war had 
run as long as Hitler’s, and when Germany 
seemed to be nearer to victory than even 
Adolf can claim it to be at present, 

Of this intention to fight to a finish 
there can be no doubt. Hitler has burned 
his bridges. His word is worthless. No 
treaty could be made with him. His crimes 
are unspeakable, His allies are serfs who 
will desert him if he weakens 

What happens to Germany, or to th¢ 
manhood of Germany, is a minor consider- 
ation to Hitler. 

He must win outright or ruin Germany 
utterly in the attempt. The “counter- 
blows” will be as strong as he can make 
them, There is hard fighting ahead. This

Selective Service Hampered by Freezing | 


New Department Handles, 
What Is Left After 
Others Get Through 


By GRANT DEXTER 

OTTAWA.—To understand the 
mobilization plans of the govern- 
ment it is necessary to forget 
about selective service, which un- | 
fortunately has been over-public- 
ized, and to think in terms of men 
in khaki and civilians. 

First the men in 
overseas service there is no com- | 
pulsion. Conscription is applied 
only to home defence and from 
the outset has been administered 
by the National War Services de- 
partment, The call now applies to 
single men and childless widowers 
from 19 to 40 years of age. This 
function of calling men is to be 
transferred to selective service on 
Dec 1 but unless the government 
enlarges the categories by includ- 
ing 18-year-olds and married men, 
the job will consist largely of re- 
sieving the men who have already 
been gone over. National War 
Services will about complete the 
first sieving by the end of the 
month. But in any event the pow- 
ers of compulsion are strictly 
limited by the decision of the gov-

With respect to civilians, the

So far as cutting into civilian 
activities, which is. the heart of 
mobilization, the first 
agency to be given compulsory 
power was Munitions and Supply. 
The controllers of this department | 
have always had power to divert 
materials to war industry and if 
this meant that civilian industries 


could not obtain raw materials 
they had either to find substitutes 
or close down, 


Compulsory Power 


No further authorization of com- 
pulsory power was made until 
Aug. 18 when Mr. King, in a radio 
broadcast, announced that restric- 
tion of essential industry, concen 
tration, ete., would be carried out 
not by selective service but by the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
The civilians who may lose their 
jobs in this way will automatically 
pass along to selective service, the 
job finding agency. This is the 
set-up as it now exists 

Apart from government depart 
ments, there is the field of policy 
Here the government's action has 
been two-sided. To begin with 
there have been sweeping alloca 
tions of manpower Agriculture 
was frozen on March 23, 1942 
Except for voluatary enlistment no

Your Baby 
And Mine 


By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 

The following letter, published 
September 5th in the Cincinnati 
Times-Star and sent to me by its 
writers, offers such an unique solu- 
tion to the “mothers in war in- 
dustry” problem that I am de. 
lighted to print it for mothers 
everywhere. Mrs. Murdoch, one of 
the authors, says she has learned 
that in England mothers of small 
children are employed on a three- 
times-a-week basis. “Of course,” she 
says, “it were better if the mothers 


of small children could stay home | 


all the time.” Personally, I under- 
stand that such women are ex- 
empted from drafted services 
England. 

But the solution 
seems original and workable. 


“New and great problems have 
arisen as a result of the employ- 
ment of women in war industries, 
for we already see evidence of 
neglected homes and children out 
of control, Yet what else could be 
expected? No one can be in two 
places at once, and who, except a 
super-woman, can work hard all 
day in a defense factory, then 
come home to do a satisfactory 
job of cleaning, marketing, cook- 
ing, washing, ironing, mending, 
shopping, supervising the child- 
ren, nursing the sick, etc. etc.? 
Even the help which might be 
hired for some of this work in 
normal times, becomes scarce in 
war years. 


“No man employed all day ex- 
pects, or is expected, to take on this 
multitude of tasks needed to keep 
the kind of home America wants. 


Is it intelligent to expect a 
woman to do both jobs? 

“Yet we need women war workers 
as never before, with their nimble 
fingers and attention to detail. 

“Possible remedies being consid- 
ered are those of state community 
nurseries, longer schoo] hours, and 
more supervised recreation centres. 
But in addition to the great expense 
and loss of time in trying out these 
plans, and in finding and training 
strangers to look after our children 
en masse, there are practical diffi- 
culties, such as the fact that the 
factory 
tered districts, farms, and neighbor- 
ing states, so that centralized nurs- 
eries would be impossible in many 
cases. 

“There is also the fear that these 


disrupting fhe family life so dear to 
Americans, and lead in the direction 
of that very regimentation and col- 
lectivism we fight to avoid. 

“Again, there may be women in- 
telligent enough for unusual ser- 
vices, or skillful enough for special 
work, who are not physically equal 
to a full week's work. 

“A newer and better answer to 
these serious problems is along the 
lines so successfully carried out for 
many years in the co-operative 
courses at our University of Cin- 
cinnati—using pairs of alternating 
workers. Scores of industries in 
Cincinnati and other cities, and 
thousands of engineering and ap- 
plied art students have taken part 
in this alternate plan so successfully 
that it has been adopted Ly similar 
institutions in many parts of the 
country. 
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“In the case of the use of this plan 
by war industries, in half-day or 
alternate day ehifts, 
school children could work in the 
mornings, and serve on the home 
front in the afternoons, or if alter- 


nating whole days with a neighbor, | 


one could work while the other 
takes over some of the oversight of 
both homes where necessary. 
“Certain types of work will 
}always need the continuity of full 
time workers, but we are told that 
in many of the mechanical indust- 
ries the shorter or alternative shifts 
could be readily managed, and
